THOUGHTS ON THE PROPER EDUCATION OF CHILDREN. 
PRESIDENT George A. Smith, in his remarks at the General Conference, as he 
has upon many other occasions, urged upon the Saints the establishment of 
schools in every settlement, to have them suitably arranged, and the children 
supplied with the best of books, and placed under the care of experienced 
teachers, so that the impressions made upon their minds while young, will be 
such as to tend to make them honorable when they shall become older. In 
‘connection with this subject, there are also great responsibilities that devolve 
upon parents, in regard to the proper education of their children at home, and 
we present the following from Bow Bells for their reflection :— | Been 
On no part of the character has education more influence than on the 
temper, the due regulation of which is an object of so great importance to the 
enjoyment of the present life, and to the preparation for a better. An autho- 
‘rity, such as has been described, firm, but affectionate—decided, yet mild 
imposing no unnecessary restraints, but encouraging every innocent freedom 
and gratification, exercised according to the dictates of judgment, and sup- | 
ported by rewards and punishment judiciously dispensed, is the best means of 
‘ securing good temper in our children, and evinces that self subjection on our 
Part, which is essential to its successful cultivation on theirs. This at once 
will put an end to those impulses of temper in ourselves, which are the most 
fruitful sources of irritation to others; for it is surprising how quickly our 
on irritability will be reflected in the little ones around us. Speak to a child 
in a fretful manner, and we shall generally find that his answer partakes of the 
same character. We may reprove—we may punish—we may enforce obedi- 
onde; but all will be done with double the effect if our own temper remain 
perfectly unruffled; for what benefit can reasonably be expected, when we 
recommend that by our injuctions, which we renounce by our example? 
The variations and inconsistency to which characters of impulse are alse 
liable, are particularly trying to children. There are few tempers that can 
resist the effect of being sharply reproved at one time for what, at another, is 
passed over without notice; of being treated one day with excessive indal- 
‘gence, and the next with fretfulness and severity. We all have our weak and 
irritable moments; we may experience many changes of temper and feeling; 
but let us beware of betraying such variations in our outward conduct, if we 
value the good temper and respect of our children; for these we have no right 
to expect on their part without consistency on ours. 
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‘If a fault be glaring, it must be seriously taken up; but in the management 

of the temper, especially in early childhood, much may be effected by a system 

of prevention. A judicious attendant may avert an impending naughty fit 
by change of object, gentle amusement, and redoubled care to put no tempta- 
tion in the way, if she observe any of her little ones weary, uncomfortable, er 
irritable. This, for instance, will generally be the case with children when 
they first awake. They should, therefore, then be treated with more than 
common tenderness; never roused from sleep suddenly or violently, nor 
exposed to any little trials, till they have had time to thoroughly recover 
themselves. It is scarcely necessary to add how peculiarly this tender consi- 
deration is required, not ouly in illness, but under the various lesser indisposi- 
tions so frequent in infancy. 
_ Children ought not to be unnecessarily thwarted i in their objects, which, at a 
very early age they pursue with eagerness. Let them, if possible, complete 
their projects without interruption. A child, for example, before he can speak, 
is trotting after a ball; the mother or the nurse snatches him up at the moment, 
to be washed and dressed, and the poor child throws himself into a violent 
passion. Whereas, had she (mother or nurse) first entered into his views, kindly 
assisted him in gaining his object, and then quietly taken him up, this trial 
would have been spared, and his temper unimpaired. 

We should avoid keeping children in suspense, which is often done from a 
kind motive, though witha very illeffect. If a child asks his mother for acake, 
and she can give it to him, let her tell him so at once, and assure him that he 
shall have it; but, should she be unable to grant his request, or know it would 
be improper for him, do not let her hesitate; do not let her say, I will think 
of it; we shall see;” but kindly and decidedly refuse him. If he see his 
mother going out, and petition to accompany her, it will be better she should 
say no, or “yes,” at once ; for he will receive with ease an immediate, but 
kind refusal, when, probably he would cry bitterly at a denial, after his expec- 
tations had been raised by suspense. 

When a child is to go to bed, we ought not to fret him for the last half-hour, 
by saying every few minutes, 1 shall ers send you to bed,—now, my dear, it 
is time to go,—now, I hope you will go ;”—but let him be told that at such a 
‘time he is to go to bed, and when that time arrives, no common excuse 
should prevent it. 
By such measures as have been recommended, accompanied by a quick sym- 
pathy with the peculia characters, and peculiar infirmities of children, much 
“may be done towards forming among them a habit of good temper. But such 
is the irritability both of the mental and bodily constitution in children, that 
with our best efforts we must not expect unvarying success. From some hidden 
cause, generally to be traced to their bodily state, many children, perhaps all 
occasionally, are prone to a certain fretfulness or irritability, which will baffle 
every attempt to overcome it, and which, therefore, is rather to be borne with 
than opposed—never to be hu 0864 nor 

Parents are very apt to think that if they indulge their children to the 
utmost of their power, and give them everything they wish for, whether right 
or wrong, they are treating them with the greatest kindness ; this is a common 
and a very dangerous error ; always treat your children with firmness and kind- 
ness. Teach a child from its infancy that you are seeking its good, and that 
what you require of it must be done ; by this means you never allow a child 
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to gain the mastery over you. Never correct a child when you are in a passion, 
for then you are incapable of judging what is best to be done—and a child 
soon discovers when you lose command of your temper, Never find fault 
with a child or punish it for a thing which another day you omit to notice. 
Never set your children a bad example, for they are always ready to catch at 
such, as will serve as an excuse for their faults. It is very little use fora father 
te tell his sons not to profane the name of Deity,—not break the Sabbath dax 
—not drink intoxicating liquors—not smoke or chew tobacco—swear—lie or 
steal; or for a mother to tell her daughters to not do things which she knows 
will be for their i injury, if that father or mother are guilty of these practices 
themselves. It is the same in other things, let your example be worthy of 
emulation, for example is better than precept. 

Parents, consider these things ; your children are given to you for a great 
and glorious purpose, and you will be held more or less responsible for the pro- 
per training of these priceless jewels. L. J. N.

I had a splendid time crossing the 
Continent, and arrived at New York 
on the 21st. Met brother W. O. 


‘Staines, who was well in health and 


waiting the arrival of your last com- 
pany of emigrants. I took eon 
the S. S. Indiana, which sailed on the 
24th from Philadelphia. This is the 
only Transatlantic line sailing under 
the American flag. After we had been 
at sea four days we encountered one of 
the severest storms it has been my lot 
to witness, and I have crossed the 
ocean six times. Head winds pre- 
vailed all the way, a very unusual 
thing for vessels sailing from America 
to England. The sea was so rough 
that it was almost impossible for any 
but sailors to keep their feet, and some 
of them did so with great difficulty. I 
feel thankful to God for the manifes- 
tation of his kindness in bringing us 
in safety.

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SCIENCE AND RELIGION. | 
— — 


The enunciations of Professors Tyn- 
dal and Huxley, at the late meeting of 
the British Association for the advance- 
ment of Science at Belfast, virtually in 
denial of Deity and revealed religion, 
as was na y ex 4 stirred 
up the religious world in Europe and 
America, and much has been said 
and written in opposition to the posi- 
tion taken by those distinguished 


scientists, and especially by Professor 


Tyndall, whose prayer guage proposi- 
tions some months ago prejudiced the 
religious public powerfully against him. 
His more recent utterances at Belfast 
have caused him to be considered as 
one of the open enemies of religion and 
of the idea of an over-ruling Provi- 
dence. 

For aught we know, the sceptical 
declarations of the gentlemen named 
are as honest and expressive of firm 
conviction as the views of those who 
differ from them en theological ques- 
tions, and therefore we see no reasona- 
ble foundation for prejudice against 
them for. entertaining such views nor 
for giving them expression at the meet- 
ing of the savans. The subjects, 
however, of the existence of a God, 
and of revelation from him to men, 
cannot be settled either by verbal or 
newspaper controversy. They are 
matters of personal faith and of in- 
dividual existence. All the reasonin 
of such acute and comprehensive minds 
as Tyndall and Huxley, scientific 
giants as they are, will be insufficient 
to convince many a person, whose faith 
amounts to intuition, that there is no 
revelation from God, and that there is 
no God to reveal himself to man. 
Hundreds and thousands of religion- 


ists will continue to believe in God and 
in revelation to the day of their death, 


notwithstanding all that scientists may 


advance to the contrary. Hundreds. 
and thousands of spiritualists, who are 
not religieus as that word is commonl 
understood, willcontinue to be satisfi 
that there are intelligences of a refined 
nature, superior to humanity, and 
who can and do reveal themselves to 
men, and reveal also, more or less dis- 
tinctly, particulars of a future life, or 
rather of another state of existence, 
of which the ordinary material scien- 
ces, in which Professors Tyndall and 
Huxley are so well versed, teach no- 
thing, according to their own acknow- 
ledgment. 

Religion is an individual matter, 
and the intuition or other evidence 
of Divine government, which one 
man has, another man does not have, 
and therefore it is no evidence to him, 


nor does it create faith in his mind. 


Professor Tyndall declares that he hag 
not found out that there is any God, 
and many other ple declare with 
equal assurance that they have, to 
their perfect satisfaction. The matter 
is personal to each, but to nobody 
else, and each should be left free to 
follow out his own henest convictions, 
of course always provided that they 
do not prevent the exercise of the same 


privilege in others. Discussion will 


settle the difference neither one way 
nor another. 

Professor Tyndall believes that there 
is no God because he cannot believe 
that there is any, and other persons 
believe that there is a God because 
they cannot believe that there is not.

Bcott, of this city, who died at his residence in the 2nd Ward on last Sunday 
morning. His death was very unexpected and has cast a gloom over the entire 
ity. t Monday week the Bishop accidentally bruised one of his hands 
while engaged at work with his cider mill, but not paying much attention to it 
he still continued his work up te last Thursday, wheu in consequence of his 
wollen hand he was foreed to cease labor and confine himself to the house. 
Frysipelas set in, in the bruised arm, and penetrated to the vital parts, which 
resulted in his death. Bishop Scott is an old resident of Provo and was well 
known throughout the Territory as an unflinching faithful advocate of Mor- 
monism, and his death is greatly lamented by his friends and the citizens of 
this county. He leaves a large family to mourn his loss. We deeply condole 
with the bereaved family, who have lest a true husband and a kind father. 
The funeral services of the deceased took place this afternoon at the Meeting 
House. Addresses eulogizing truthfully, the devoted life of our worthy Bishop 
were delivered by ae O. Smoot, Wm. Miller, J. P. R. Johnson and 
others. The body was followed to its last resting = by the largest procession 
ef citizens, in carriages apd wagons, ever known in this city. 
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
